"The Pakistan Amateur Radio Society (PARS) advises all radio amateurs that the call "AP2AP" 
being used by JA8WPP and/or JA1EZM is a fake. No such call has been issued by the licensing 
authorities to anyone and these "Amateurs" have no permission to operate in AP temporary or 
otherwise. There has been no change in local licensing regulations. PARS requests all amateurs 
to discourage this type of piracy by not responding to CQs or QSO requests from this fake call. 
Such activity can only be detrimental to the genuine hams in AP. The operator should also be 
advised that it is known that he is a pirate. ARRL and JARL are also being informed by copy of 
this notification so that QSL cards from this station are not accepted for any awards. This is in 
addition to any legal or punitive action the local authorities may take against the operator/s for 
illegal operation of a transmitting station under the relevant laws."
